5. Hyoungsoo Lim discloses a digital broadcasting receiver comprising: a . 
synchronization byte detector for detecting synchronization bytes. The synchronization 
detector also provides a lock detector output signal. The lock output signal is being used 
as at least one of a feed forward signal and feed back signal to switch processing 
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stages (PD & loop filter; DC removal) .See figs.1 , 4 and 9. The system of Hyoungsoo 
Urn also discloses an output port to output the lock detected output signal. The receiver 
is used in digital video broadcasting receiver or cable or terrestrial reception. (See col. 
1, introduction). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 1-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
